A very slight investi gati on on the 
pa r t of th ose re sponsib le for th e a t ­ 
tack on th e integrity and good faith 
of the m e m b e r s of the ex e cutive c om ­ 
m itte e of th e Association would have 
re s ulte d in the facts becoming know n 
to those responsible for this public a­ 
tion 
If war, a ssum e d that an a tt e m pt 
was made by the Association to get 
$6,0011 of the sta te 's 
m one y 
with 
which to pay the ex penses incident to 
th e locating of th e epileptic colony 
a nd that ‘•some one let th e cat out of 
the h a g’’ a nd the Hoard of A dm inis­ 
t ra tion ref used to allow the ilea! to go 
t 111 Otlgll. 
T h e facts in connection with 
the 
m a t t e r as state d today by officers of 
th e Association who a rc c onvers ant 
with th e m a re as follows: 
Last w inte r w hen I ho Citizens As­ 
sociation c om m it te e was ob ta ining op 
tion c ontr a c ts for th e land in th e site, 
a f t e r the land ow ne rs ha d given th e 
lowest prices t h a t they would 
then 
ta k e for th eir la nd s and had signed 
c ontra c ts a t such prices som e of them 
w ere a s k e d to a nd did sign c ontra c ts 
a gre eing to pay the Association 
$5 
a n acre for the land sour. 
\ short time la ter the Association 
ronclu led that it was inadvisable 
to 
proceed in this way and accord ingly 
on March 5 last, w ithout the s ugge s ­ 
tion of th e Boa rd of A d m inistra tion 
a nd of its own motion the A; socia- 
tion ass igned th e 
c ontr a c ts to 
the 
Board a nd th e y w ere ta k e n to S pring­ 
field by Mayor B rinton a nd delivered 
to th e Board. 
L a te r on the state caused c ond e m ­ 
nati on suits to be b rough t 
against 
ow ne rs of two of the tr a c ts of land 
and m a de a different a d j us t m e nt as 
to price with sonic of tin' oth e r ow n­ 
ers and received tho benetit of the $5 
an acre contra ct from but three of 
the land ow ners. 
T h e re was no a tte m pt 
at 
unfa ir 
dealing or to put a nyth i ng over, but, 
upon the c ont r a r y the action ta ke n by 
the Association in t ur ning over 
the 
contr acts to the State w a s done w ith ­ 
out the request of the Board of A d ­ 
m inis tration and at a ti m e when, as 
far a 
th e Cit izens’ \ sociation eithe r 
then or now know, the Board had no 
k now le dge of the ex istence fit such 
contracts. The action was taken sev­ 
eral m ont h s before th e land was paid 
for and the State, in m a k ing the pur ­ 
chase and payment, had th e benefit of 
the Association’s c ontr a c t wit It 
the 
land owners. 
T h e a tt e m pt to throw 
the dir ec­ 
tors of the Citiz en’s Association 
in 
th e light of a t t e m pt i ng to gra ft from 
the Male or for th eir own benefit can 
nnl> be a t t r i b ut e d to personal j e a l­ 
ous.' on the part of 
s om e m an 
or 
group of men. 
for th e ¡ tor >is a bso­ 
lutely unt r ue and the fact that it was 
without founda tion could easily have 
been ascerta ined, if it was 
not 
a l ­ 
ready known. 
W hat will th e Fre eport and R ock­ 
ford new spapers say when they learn 
that public announc e m e nt has been 
m ade in Dix on that the Cit izens’ A s­ 
sociation a t t e m pt e d to gel $6,00« ) in 
commis sions for tur ning th e epileptic 
colony deal?
